Principal's 
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To  the  Members  of  the  Class  of  1952: 

As  you  go  by  train  to  Boston  and  pass 
through  the  railroad  yards  in  Charleston  tl, 
probably  you  have  noticed  the  grim,  grey 
w  alls  of  the  state  prison.  It  is  surely  a 
forbidding  mass  of  stone  which  always 
depresses  me  a  bit  when  I  see  it.  But 
perhaps  you  raise  your  eyes,  as  I  invariably 
do,  to  a  low  hill  about  half  a  mile  or  so 
in  the  background  where  stands  a  slender 
shaft  of  stone  which  we  know  as  the  Bunker 
Hill  Monument. 


Here  is  an  interesting  contrast  in  stone,  one  which  often  sets  me  thinking  about 
contrasts  in  people.  Within  those  prison  walls  are  men  who  have  made  tragic  messes  of 
their  lives,  who  have  not  respected  the  rights  of  other  people,  who  have  not  recognized 
the  difference  between  right  and  wrong.  Here  are  men  who  have  not  profited  from  their 
mistakes,  men  who  are  greedy,  impulsive,  coarse,  and  undisciplined.  I  do  not  mean 
to  be  harsh  in  my  judgment  of  these  men;  probably  all  of  them  have  some  good  qualities 
and  perhaps  many  of  them  will  later  become  good  men.  Certainly  too,  many  of  these 
bad  qualities  can  be  found  in  those  who  live  outside  prison  walls. 

Now,  looking  to  the  monument  on  the  hill,  I  think  particularly  of  good  men. 
of  brave  men,  \\  ho  have  given  much  of  themselves,  sometimes  their  very  lives,  in  service 
to  I  heir  country  and  to  other  people,  in  peace  as  well  as  in  war.  This  monument  is  to 
me  ;i  symbol  of  the  good  deeds  w  Inch  have  been  done  and  can  continue  to  be  done  in  this 
world  of  ours,  while  the  prison  is  a  symbol  of  the  evil  in  our  world. 

My  message  to  you  is  simply  this,  "Look  beyond  to  the  monument  on  the  hill 
for  your  own  lives."
